CHAPTER 402.
AN ACT to amend scction 1227 and to repeal section 1228 of

the statutes, relating to the crection and maintenance of guide
boards.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTioN 1. Section 1227 of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 1227. 1. The town board of each town in the state of
Wisconsin shall cause to be erected before the first day of De-
cember, 1913, and to be kept in good repair suitable and appro-
priate guide boards on and along all main traveled publiec high-
ways where the same intersect with other main public highways
within their respective towns. The expense of the erection and
keeping in repair of all such guide boards shall be paid out of
the treasury of such town. * * *

2. Such guide boards shall be securely attached at the upper
end of a post set in the ground, and shall when firmly sct project
seven feet and six inches above the ground.

3. There shall be painted upon such guide boards in plain
black Roman letters not less than two and one-half inches high,
the names of adjoining or important towns, villages or cities to
and through which said public highway leads, the distance in
miles of such town, village or c¢ity from such guide post, and any
indication of direction which will be helpful to the traveler.

4, * * * Any person who shall deface, injure or destroy
any such guide board * * * shall be guilty of a misde-
meanor and upcn conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine
of not less than ton dollars nor more than Lwenty-five dollars.

5. It shall be the duly of the district atlorney of any county,
upon receipt of a wrilten complaint signed by any resident of
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such county, allcging that the town board of any town has
failed or refused or fails or refuses to carry out the provisions of
this section, to make such investigaiton as may be necessary, and
if he shall find the allegations of such complaint to be true, he
shall forthwith notify the town board in default to comply with
the provisions of this section, and if said town board shall there-
after fail within a rcasonable time to comply with such notice and
with the provistons of this scetion, the district altorney shall in-
stilule proper proceedings in a court of compelent jurisdiction
against such town board to enforce compliance willh this section.

SEcTioN 2. Section 1228 of the statutes is repealed.

Sectiox 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage and
publication.
